You 
know it is an awfully difficult thing for a 
timekeeper to remember the names of 600 
workmen, and tell every morning and even- 
ing by watching them go in whether every 
fan is on time or not. We have always 
found under this system that there was more 
or less shirking, and it has caused us end- 
less trouble. Nearly every man reported 
late denies it unless the timekeeper can show 
positively that he is late, and it sometimes 
happens that the timekeeper is not abso- 
lutely sure about it. So with the clock Sys- 
tom every man will be given a key, so that 
when he goes to work he must ‘ring in. 
and when he quits work “ring out.’ This 
will dispense with all but one or two time- 
keepers, whose business it will be to check 
the tag numbers, and if their checking does 
not come out right they can go around and 
ascertain whether the men whose tag num- 
bers were overlooked are on duty. 

“It is not because the company wants to 
heap an indignity upon its employés or make 
them feel they are being degraded, but to 
simplify and facilitate operations. Why, 
the policemen, firemen, and street-car men 
all wear numbered badges, but they do not 
think it a disgrace. And they are where 
the public see them all the time. Here it 
would be different. The men are either in- 
doors or in an inclosure, where nobody sees 
them. What difference, therefore, could it 
make to them if they do wear badges. 
Furthermore, it would not be necessary to 
wear it in a conspicuous place. They could 
carry them out of sight—carry them in their 
pockets for that matter.“ 

Nothing was known either at the Bridge- 
port or South Chicago mills yesterday about 
the action taken at Milwaukee Saturday 
night by the Bay View contingent. “Any 
way.“ exclaimed a Bridgeporter, we don’t 
care anything about what the Bay View 
fellows do. I don’t believe the tags will ever 
be introduced here, because the best men 
will not wear them and we are getting along 
all right without them. So far as a strike 
is concerned there has been no talk among 
the men here about anything of the kind. I

MEN ARE LIKELY TO SURRENDER 


Milwaukee, Wis., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The 
lilinois Steel company has had a gang of 
surveyors rk on Jones’ Island for the 
last month. This is a ten-acre strip of land 
to the east of the Fifth and Eighth Wards, 
worth some $300,000, and separated from the 
mainland of the city by the Milwaukee 
River. T he company wants an accurate 
description of the land preparatory to bring- 
ing ejectment suits against the 200 and 
more actual settlers who have built up the 
property. 

A mass-meeting of these settlers was held 
ast night. It was decided to fight againsc 
the steel company’s assumption of owner- 
ship, even to the Supreme Court of the 
United States if necessary. It was shown 
that the steel company has adopted here the 
meals used in its lake-front case in Chica- 
go. Its only title to the land is based on 
doubtful tax titles. Its attorneys can only 
gay they think the steel company has paid 
the taxes on the land for some years. 

it was shown further the steel company 
never laid claim to the pfoperty until six 
years ago. Then an agent tried to get the 
islanders to sign leases acknowledging the 
steel company’s ownership. The steel com- 
pany said it would charge only $5 a year 
rental. The tenants could have a life tenure 
if they would only sign, while others were told 
they must pay taxes and that the agent 
‘was the proper person to whom they should 
be paid. Some signed, mostly men employed 
in the steel company’s mills and threat- 
ened with loss of employment in case of 
refusal. 

To Build a Road to Chicago.

Determined Effort Being Made by the 
Younger Members of the Congrega- 
tion to Transfer Its Name and Work 

to the Neighborhood of Drexel Bou- 
levard ‘and Forty-seventh Street— 
Arguments Used by Those in Favor 


of the Pian. 

Determined effort is being made to secure 
the removal of the work and the name of the 
First Presbyterian Church to a new 
location on Drexel boulevard in Ken- 
wood. At the last session meeting in the 
old church edifice, Indiana avenue and 
Twenty-first street, the proposition to erect 
a new building in thé neighborhood of Forty- 
seventh street and Drexel boulevard, to 
abandon the old charch, and to transfer the 
pastor and such of the congregation as would 
consent to the new place chosen was defl- 
nitely made the elders present. The propo- 
sition Will have ta go before the trustees 
before definite action can be taken. ö 

It was urged at the meeting that more 
than 135 members qt the First Church, with 
their families, livéd south of Thifty-fifth 
street; that the present location of the 
church was such that it could not grow; 
that it was near the Second Presbyterian 
Church, and that it was under the disadvan- 
tage of being on u side street. The church 
is no longer open for evening services, the 
attendance at night not being large enough 
to warrant the throwing open of the doors, 
This fact was brought forward as evidence 
that a large part of the congregation lived 
too far away to make evening attendance 
possible. 


Arguments Favoring the Change. 


The movement towards a change of scene 
for the work of the church had been gather- 
ing head for some time, and it was pretty 
thoroughly understood before the session 
meeting that the pastor, the Rev. Dr. Bar- 
rows, favored the change to what he consid- 
ered a field of greater usefulness. ‘Among 
those urging the transfer are Brenton R. 
Wells, Charles Counselman, and Ernest 
Hamill. In the event of the-continuance of 
the closing of the First Church at night Dr. 
Barrows probably will preach Sunday even- 
ings hereafter in Kenwood, when the con- 
sent of the church jauthorities is gained. 

One of the trusteds of the First Church said 
yesterday: This effort to remove the 
church will undoubtedly grow into some- 
thing, but the work must be done by the 
younger members of the fold. There is 
a gooddeal of money in the congregation,and 
the greater part of it is still owned within six 
blocks of the church edifice, but the ma- 
jority of the church members live farther 
away. A good many of the old people have 
died, their houses ‘have been sold, and their 
children have moved away. No new people 
are moving into the vicinity. The strangers 
other than those who are attracted by Dr. 
Parrows’ fame as & preacher generally go to 
the churches situated on the boulevards. If 
the church as a congregation decides that 
the remoyal is advantageous, the chances 
are that the older members who live near will

Wright. The congregation worshiped for 
some timé in Father Walker's schoolhouse. 
A lot was afterward purchased at the south- 
west corner of Lake and Clark streets, and 
was described at the time as a lonely spot 
almost inaccessible on account of surround- 
ing sloughs and bogs.“ The building was re- 
moved subsequently ‘south of Washington 
street. A brick church was built at Clark 
and Washington streets. This property was 
sold in 1855, and a new edifice was erected 
on Wabash avenue, between Van Buren and 
Congress streets.

PRAIRIE LAKES ARE DRYING UP. 


Minnesota and the Dakotas Paying 
One Penalty of Settlements. 

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 6.—[Special. Reports 
from the lake regions of Minnesota and the 
Dakotas make startling revelations of the 
rapidity with which the lakes are either 
becoming greatly diminished in volume or 
are disappearing entirely. 

Lake Madison, at Watertown, S. D., which 
was formerly five miles long and twenty to 
thirty feet deep, has almost entirely dried 
uy, and in a comparatively short time will 
probably be nothing but a marsh. 

The generally accepted causes are the de- 
ficient rainfall for the last ten years and 
the cultivation of the land adjoining the 
lakes, incident to the settlement of the 
country, in consequence of which the soil 
absorbs nearly all the moisture that former- 
ly went into the lakes. It is believed the 
larger lakes will gradually resume something 
like their former size, but that the small 
ones have gone forever.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Senator Hill Fighting Now for His 
Renomination. 

New York, Oct. 6.—Freedom for the liquor 
dealer to sell liquor Sunday may be the 
ostensible aim of the Democratic leaders 
in this State in their campaign, but the real 
object of their work is to elect enough Dem- 
ocratic State Senators to insure the election 
of a Democrat as David B. Hill's successor 


in the United States Senate in 1897. Senator 
Hill in 1892 thought he had insured his own 
reélection by gerrymandering the State, but 
his part in the theft of the State Senate was 
so obvious that in 1893 the Democratic party 
was overthrown at the polls and aRepublic- 
an constitutional convention elected, which 
drew up a new constitution containing a just 
rearrangement of the State and Assembly 
districts. 

Mr. Hill made the new constitution and 
the apportionment article of it the main 
theme of his speeches while a candidate 
for Governor, but, his advice was not fol- 
lowed, and so he finds, himself this fall com- 
pelled to go before the people practically 
Seeking a reé@lection as Senator with an ap- 
portionment of the Senate and Assembly dis- 
tricts which gives his political opponents 
a fair chance tg defeat him. 

Under these adverse circumstances Mr. 
Hill had put on the mantle of the fox in 
order to carry a majority of the Senate 
districts for the Democratic party and him- 
self. The chances being in favor of the 
Republicans, he must win districts by com- 
bination, by dividing the Republicans, or 
by making superior nominations. Yet the 
odds are against him, for the Republican 
party has a good chance of electing thirty- 
seven Senators out of the fifty, in which 
case Hill would not be returned to the 
United States Senate.

His Mission to Cuba to Write Letters 
for American Newspapers. 

New York, Oct. 6,—[Special.|—Maj. George 
Neno, the American correspondent whose 
arrest at Nuevitas, Cuba, by the Spanish 
authorities as told yesterday, is a cousin of 
Mrs. Robert G. Ingersoll, and a second cous- 
in of Maj. Reno of Custer m@ssacre fame. 
Before Mr. Reno sailed for Cuba Col. Inger- 
soll highly commended him in a letter to an 
editor as.a man of honor and entirely trust- 
worthy. 

Mr. Reno is an actor by profession, and 
suj ported James O'Neill for a season in 
The Two Orphans.” He was also manager 
of a company making a Western and South- 


ern toyr a few years ago. From one of Mr. } 


Talmer's companies he drifted into news- 
paper work in the service of Outing, and be- 
came a traveling contributor, While wait- 
ing for a friend to secure capital and join 
Nim in a theatrical venture he wrote the 
play called Cuba Libre.“ 

Mr. Reno is a native of Louisiana. Over- 
tures were being made by a Southern man- 
ager to produce the play when delays oc- 
curred because of failure of certain backers 
to put up the necessary money. While he 
vas waiting for certain agents to settle their 
differences the editor of a magazine sug- 
gested that Reno go to Cuba as a corre- 
spondent for a syndicate of New York and 
Western papers dat the same time get 
material for magazine sketches. The Major 
finally took his friend’s advice and sailed 
by an English steamer, the Ardadau, two 
weeks ago for Nuevitas.

WILD THREATS AGAINST AMERICA, 


Spanish Fire-Eaters Hope President 
Cleveland Will Be Hanged. 

Tampa, Fla., Oct. 6,—[Special.]—‘Two 
things are certain,“ says a New-Yorker, on 
his way home from a prolonged stay in 
Cuba, looking after extensive interests in 
the interior. ‘“‘One is that we are going to 
have trouble with Spain about complications 
arising from the Cuban question; the other 
that Cuba will be free whether the United 
States recognizes her or not.“ 

This gentleman would not allow his name 
to be used because his property in Cuba 
would be confiscated and he would be thrown 
into prison were he to return to the island. 

I heard a high official in Havana say,“

caught and hanged. 

It is openly declared in the cafés that if 
Uncle Sam reconizges Cuba then the Ameri- 
cans must get out of the island. By Christ- 
mas there will be 180,000 Spanish soldiers 
on the Island of Cuba. Why should Spain 
mobilize so many troops on our frontier if 
er ee not needed to suppress the revolu- 
tion’ 

“The Cuban patriots are sadly in need of 
arms and ammunition. One day a band of 
forty passed my plantation with only ten 
guns, and they were the cheapest kind of 
bird guns.

PRESIDENT DIAZ ON THE TARIFF. 

Text of His Last Message to the Mexi- 
can Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 6,—[{Special.]-- 
Mexico’s agitation of the subject of tariff 
reform is due in a great measure to the 
recommendations made by President Diaz 
in his last annual message to the Congress 
of that republic. Referring to the abolition 
of the inter-State customs duties, President 
Diaz said: 

Convinced that the national industries cannot 
attain the development of which they are capable 
as long as they are interfered with by the interior 
customs that under different names are still kept 
up by different States of the Union the Executive 
believes the moment has now arrived to un— 
hesitatingly undertake the constitutional reform 
that will do away with this last vestige of the old 
and discredited tributary system by guaranteeing 
the free circulation of merchandise within the re- 
public, There is much greater probability of re- 
alizing this reform today than when it was at- 
tempted at other times, not only because it is 
imperatively demanded by the circumstances of 
the country but also because that reform has ai- 
ready been inaugurated by a certain number of 
States, whilst the preparatory labors to obtain 
it are in a very advanced condition in the greater 
part of the others. The Treasury Department has 
prepared the proper bills and in due time will lay 
them before you. 


VESSELS FOR CHINESE RIVERS, 


American Cruisers to Be Kept Within 
Easy Call, 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—Among the na- 
val movements reported to the Navy De- 
partment today were the arrival of the 
Monocacy at Shanghai and the departure of 
the Machias from Hankow for Shanghai and 
the treaty ports. .While no reason is assigned 
by the commanding officers of these vessels 
for the movements it is assumed to be a de- 
sire of the Admiral commanding the Asiatic 
station to have them in Southern China, 
where they may be readily available in the 
event of trouble such as has been experi- 
enced during thé last summer in the looting 
and burning of missionary property.

CHANGE TO MORE MODERN METHODS 


Improvements in Various Systems of 
‘Government in Nicaragua. 

Managua, Nicaragua, Sept. 17.—President 
Zelaya of Nicatagua has just appointed 

len. Santiago Callejas, his present Minister 
of Treasury and Acting Minister of Interior, 
to go to Bluefields, Rama, and other Atlan- 
tic points of Nicaragua, with full powers 
to make such official changes and issue and 
enforce, if he can, such orders and decrees 
as he may find necessary in an effort to try 
and regulate satisfactorily to the Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua the political, financial, 
and judicial systems there. 

resident Zelaya of Nicaragua has issued 
a decree granting free transportation of 
eorn, beans, rice, plantains, and vegetables 
over the national railroads in an effort to 
reduce the prevailing high prices in West- 
ern Nicaragua for all articles of food. 

The long-continued, unseasonable, dry 
weather has largely decreased the crop, the 
demand for labor, and wages to all kinds of 

laborers; consequently a majority of the 
middle and lower classes, which constitute 
about 80 per cent of the entire population ef 
about 350,000 of Nicaragua, are reduced to 
living in closest economy on such wild fruits 
and berries as they can gather, supplement- 
ed by the’small quantities of corn, beans, 
plantains, or rice they can buy from day to 
dav with their small earnings. 

The coffee crop in the districts of volcanic- 
formed soitis—the largest coffee- producing 
areas in this country-is not expected to yieli 
this year over one-half the average annual 
production and will not require one-half the 
usual number of laborers to gather through 
the three months when ripening, and then 
the competition of the unorganized labor- 
ers will reduce most probably the heretofore 
very low prices paid for this work. The 
season is too dry to clear more lands and 
plant more coffee trees. Thus the prospects 
are that the present straitened condition of 
the laboring classes will become more un- 
bearable. * 

The El Pueblo, a government-subsidized 
daily in the City of Managua, announces the 
discovery of “‘trichinia spiralis“ in quanti- 
ties in the fresh pork sold in the cities in 
Western Nicaragua, This is not-surprising 
in view of the fact that hogs, like buzzards, 
are permitted as scavengers on the streets 
and in many of the houses and yards in those 
cities. 

The 400,000 pesos (silver) foreign debt sei- 
tled yesterday by the Government of Nica”- 
agua was contracted early in 1898, during 
the administration of President Sacasa, 
with a London company called The Nicara- 
gua Developing company, Limited,” and was 
a loan in silver pesos distributed largely 
among some of the members of the National 
Congress of Nicaragua, to be repaid to the 
lender in gold. 

It has interest at 24 per cent per annum. 
Twenty-five per cent of the gross receipts 
ot the national railroads and steamboats and 
parts of other revenues were pledged to re- 

deem in gold the principal and interest of that 
loan of silver pesos. 

In June, 1805, the Sacasa Government was 
and the subsequent internal and 
external wars prevented the payment of but 
a part of the loan. The present government 
of Nicaragua ignored the terms of payment 
of the debt and the rate of interest, and re- 
cently Secretary of the Treasury Callejas 
declared: The government having received 
silver wil pay in silver, and as follows: 

“Fifty million pesos in coffee bonds of the 
next crop (1895), and 15,000 pesos monthly 
until total payment of the balance due, with 
15 per cent per annum interest on account 
from the beginning of the debt, commissions 
to be paid on such sums as have been col- 
lected by the Nicaragua Developing compa- 
ny, limited.’ 

These teyms were agreed to yesterday by 
both parties. The coffee bonds’ are really 
permits to export, and are an export tax of 
two cents (silver) per pound on coffee which 


will be paid to the holder of the bonds be- 


fore the coffee can be exported. 
PRINCE FERDINAND’'S CLEVER COUP. 


To Have His Son Baptized in the Or- 
thodox Faith. 

London, Oct. 5.—A dispatch from Sophia 
says the infant Prince Boris, son of Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria, will be baptized in 
the Russian orthodox faith on Oct. 30 next. 

[The celebration of that baptism might insure 
Prince Ferdinand his reconciliation with Russia, 
and consequently his recognition by the powers 
as the legitimate sovereign of Bulgaria, of which 
he has been only the de factoruler. It might show 
also that political ambition had got the best of 
his religious sentiments, for he is a strong Roman 
Catholic, like his mother, Princess Clementine of 
the Orleanist house, and his wife, the Duchess of 
Parma. Ferdinand must have had a hard fight 
before convincing them of the necessity of mak- 
ing an Orthodox Greek out of young Prince Boris, 
now 2 years old, and this is why absolute confi- 
dence better not be placed in the correctness of the 
information. If it proves to be true the principal 
grievance of Russia against the Bulgarian sov- 
ereign will have disappeared. As the Moscow 
Gazette recently sald, if Bulgaria really wants a 
‘‘rapprochement’’ with Russia she must begin by 
following the advice of M. Dragan Zankoff, the 
leader of the Russophile party, who-has addressed 
an open letter to the chiefs of the divers political 
factions and to M. Radoslavoff, the present leader 
of the anti-Russian party, formerly led by Stam- 
buloff. 

He proposed to them the following program: 
First, restoration of Art: 35 of the Tirnova Con- 
stitution, which Stambuloff caused to be abol- 
ished by the National Assembly, and which pro- 
vided that the throne should be occupied by an 
orthodox Prince. Second, amnesty for the of- 
ficers who tdok part in the kidnaping of Aléxander 
of Battenburg, Third, the sending to St. Peters- 
burg of a deputation to ask from the CéZar the ap- 
pointment of a diplomatic representative at Sofia. 
It is likely that the Russian Government would 
not require Ferdinand himself to abjure his faith 
and become orthodox. The baptism of his pre- 
sumptive heir would be considered a_ sufficient 
token of his willingness to follow in the tread of 
Muscovite ideas and policy. The two other arti- 
cles of the Zankoff program would be easily exe- 
cuted. At any rate the recognition of Férdinand 
by Russia, through the sending to Sofia of a Mus- 
covite official representative, would be imitated 
by France and the other powers, and he would be 
hereafter the de jure and formal sovereign of Bul- 
garia, since the Berlin treaty of 1878 provided that 
no prince could be the legal ruler of that country 
unless he is accepted by the signatory power.]

The error equals one minute longitude for 
fifteen miles of coast line as determined 
and chartered, being that distance too far 
to the eastward. This blunder was discov- 
ered and verified by scientific iabors of the 
Albatross and her corps of astronomers. 

The mistake gives a greater breadth to the 
T’ering Sea and Straits. Figuratively it will 
push Siberia back upon Russia fifteen miles, 
and the sixty-mile limit sealing zone will be 
curried that distance further towards the 
Russian territory. 


SAYS HE HAS 


Colorado Detective Thinks He Has 
Found the Supposed Dead Man. 

Crown Point, Ind., Oct. 6.— [Special. Bar- 
ney Ellwanger, the supposed murderer of 
his wife, Pauline, at Cedar Lake last April, 
whose dead body was thought to have been 
found floating in Lemon Lake, may not have 
been buried in the cemetery here, as many 
have believed. 

Sheriff Hayes has received a letter from 
James Coughlin, 2 Denver (Colo.) detective. 
saying he has Otto Ellwanger, charged 
with murder, in custody at Tiller, Cole. The 
detective says if a man has been buried for 
Ellwanger it is a case of mistaken identity. 
He claims the man who is in custody at Tiller 
has confessed the whole affair.

That the. methods of the running horse 
men are not always above suspicion is a fact 
too well known to the followers of the sport

by comparison. It has always been the fash- 
ion for the trotting horse brigade to sneer at 
the followers of the bang tails, and yet the 
events of the last season on Eastern and 
Western tracks alike would go to show that 
the followers of the light harness sport 
might with profit both to themselves and 
to the public, upon whose support they de- 
pend, take a lesson from their running horse 
neighbors: Take the recent pacing hippo- 
dromes for instance, in which John R. Gen- 
try and Joe Patchen have figured. These 
races were not advertised as exhibitions, 


but as matches, and the public patronized 


them with the expectation, as they had the 
right to do, of seeing a race that should be 
strictly on its merits: In at least two of these 


races Jack Curry, the driver of Joe Patchen, 


frankly confessed to the judges that he had 
been making no effort to win, naively re- 
marking that he did not know that the race 
was for blood. In one case he was fined $500

That is how the 
running turf protects the public, an example 
that the trotting horse men might do well to 
follow. Again, on the running turf the use 
of the dope has been long prohibited, 
and an owner using it would, if caught, be 
promptly ruled off together with his horse. 
On the trotting tracks, however, such is not 
the case, and there is more than one authen- 
ticated case where by the use of it a horse has 
been enabled to reduce his record during the 
present season. There was one notable in- 
stance of this kind at Detroit early in the 
summer. G. A. Goodrich, an Indiana horse- 
man, had entered his mare, Angie D., in the 
2:10 class pace at Detroit. He had little hopes 
of her winning, and therefore quickly ac- 
cepted a proposal from W. F. Steele of this 
city to lease her for this engagement. For 
two heats the mare, who generally flashed 
out in front when she was good, was away 
back, while Ben D., Coleridge, Guin- 
ette, Paul, and other cracks Were battling 
for the supremacy in sensational time. 
After this without the knowledge of any 
one save those who were in the secret the 
mare was given a dose of the speed sustain- 
ing elixir, the effect of which was described 
by a trotting horse organ as follows:

‘Hereafter when it comes to a question of 
sports vs. Governors you will find me back- 


ing the Governors every time,“ remarked 
a well-known sporting authority after hear- 
ing the news from Texas the other night. 
That is the same conclusion that I came 
to some time ago, and one that when the 
eports themselves arrive at will save them a 
great deal of money. Two points of the law 
backed by public opinion will heat any eight 
points that the sports can hold. This has 
been proved time and time again within 
the last few years. It was proven in’ the 
case of Garfield Park and later on in the 
case of Hawthorne, Harlem, and Roby. 
It was proven in the case of the Columbian 
Athletic club, aad now it has been proven 
in Texas. When the club over which Dom- 
inick O'Malley presided was formed there 
was a law in Indiana that protected the so- 
called glove contests. At least such was 
the opinion that was given the manage- 
ment by more than a score of lawyers, and 
so when Gov. Matthews announced his inten- 
tion of putting a stop to the doings in the 
club’s arena the sports only laughed and de- 
fied him to do so. It was not so long aft- 
erwards, however, before they were laugh~ 


Backed by public opinion the Governor 
availed himself of the opportunities offered 
by the whitecap law, called out the militia, 
and the game was up, greatly to the aston- 
ishment of the men who had backed the 
enterprise, and who insisted that they had 
the law for once at least on their side, I 
placed myself on record some time ago as 
saying that Corbett and Fitzsimmons would 
never meet on Texas soil, and the sequel 
proves that I was right.

WASHINGTON AUTHORITIES CAN- 
NOT STOP THE BIG FIGHT. 


Governors of Five Civilized Tribes 
Are All-Powerful Within the Bor- 
ders of Their Countries and Only 
on Their Complaint Can the United 

. States Authorities Interfere if an 
Attempt Is Made to Have Corbett 
and Fitz Meet in Any of the Nations. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 6.—[Special.]}—The 
estion of whether the big fight can be held 
in the Indian Territory seems to depend ai- 
most entirely on the Governors of the Five 
Civilized Tribes. Becretary Hoke Smith has 
announced he should not permit it to be held 


on a reservation under the control of the 


government, and from a statement made by 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Browning 
today the Indian Office will prevent it on the 
lands of the tribes if the Governors will give 
u the chance. Speaking of the matter Mr.“ 
Browning said: ; 

“The tribes are supreme within their bor- 
ders and the Indian Agent, D. M. Wisdom, 
has no right to interfere with their action 
of his own volition. It is his duty, however, 
to expel any person whom the Governor may 
certify to him as an intruder, and he may use 
the Indian police to dothis. Some years ago 
there was a strike of coal miners in the 
lands of the tribes and the Governor in- 


‘formed the agent the striking miners were 


not Indians and had no tribal rights and re- 
quested him to expel them. The agent had 


no recourse except to do so, and he did expel" 


them by force.“ 

While the matter has not been settled def - 
initely, the opinion of the Indian Bureau of- 
ficials seems to be the agent cannot go behind 
the request of the Governor to determine 
whether the men declared intruders are there 
by the permission of the Tribal Council or 
not. All he can do is to determine whether 
they possess any tribal rights, by right of 
birth, and if they do not, he must accept the 
Governor's statement as final

Beats Miss Porter’s Elgin-Aurora Time 
Nearly Twenty-two Minutes. 

The Elgin-Aurora century course was the 
scene of two record-breaking attempts yes- 
terday forenoon. The first was that of 
Fred Stobbart of the Thistle Cycling club, 
who started at 5:01 a. m. in an attempt to 
lower Westcott’s record of 6:08:42.

LUXEMBERGERS HAVE A CELEBRATION. 


They Praise Their Native Land and 
Promise Fealty to America, 

America, the land of their, adoption, was 
not forgotten last evening when the Lux- 
emburgers met at Brand’s Hall to celebrate 
the anniversary of the independence of their 
native Grand Duchy. In the addresses made 
the hearers were urged to revere the far- 
away land from which they came, and in the 
same moment were told that the love for 
their adopted home should have the fore- 
most place in their thoughts. Luxemburg 
and America were placed side by side, were 
honored equally by speech, song, and deco- 
ration. 

Fifteen hundred Luxemburgers were gath- 
ered in the hall. The majority present were 
from Chicago, but there were also delega- 
tions from many cities of surrounding States. 
From 7 o'clock last evening until a late hour 
in the night the merry-making ran high, and 
a grand Luxemburg ball ended the evening’s 
enjoyment. At the entrance to the hall was 
the usual policeman, and in this case, to 
make the occasion complete in all its details, 
the blue uniformed officer was Michael 
Runsfeld of the Canalport Station, whose 
native place was the Canton Echternach, in 
Luxemburg. 

Inside was to be seen everywhere the red, 
white, and blue flag, either in the three bars 
of the Luxemburg standard or the Stars and 
Stripes of America. Buttonholes contained 
bows of ribbon in the tri-color combina- 
tion, red, ~white, and blue flowers decorated 
the dresseu of the women and the button- 
holes of the men. The rear of the stage was 
draped with flags and on the walls hung the 
shields of the twelve cantons of Luxemburg 
Grevenmacher, Mersch, Capellew, Red- 
ingen, Echternach. Reunch, Vianden, Wiltz, 
Esch, Diekirch, Clerf, and Luxemburg—each 
adorned with the national colors. In mem 
ory of Prince Henri of Orange, whose influ- 
ence was so important to the State when 
young, bows of orange ribbon were con- 
spicuous. 

Seated at tables which filled the hall the 
celebrants; sipped their beer, smoked their 
cigars, and hurrahed to the echo every men- 
tion of America or Luxemburg. The familiar 
pieces of music played by Dillenburg’s Mili- 
tary Band brought frequent encores from 
the audietice. 

Francois Martin, editor of the Luxem- 
burger National Zeitung, delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome to the visitors from points 
outside of Chicago who had come to assist 
in the celebration. A glowing tribute was 
then paid to Prince Henri and his colaborer, 
Servais, for the great work they had done 
for the fatherland and the poets De la Fon- 
taine and Lentz were given great praise for 
the work they had done in keeping up the na- 
tional spirit and giving a permanent form to 
the language. Mr. Martin concluded with 
an expression of love for America and the 
hope that the golden jubilee of Luxemburg's 
freedom might be celebrated by the audi- 
ence then present. . 

An unexpected pleasure was afforded when 
the Dubuque Luxemburg Singing Society. 
thirty in number, came on the stage and ren- 
dered various native songs, ending with an 
appeal to God for the welfare of their coun- 
try. In the latter song the whole audience 
joined, and “Hoch Luxemburg,” ‘Hoch 
America,” rang through the hall. The 
singers were called back and the beloved 
“Ons Heemecht”’ was rendered. 

Addresses were made by Attorney Mat- 
thew Huss and Frans Dieschburg, who 
spoke of the mutual love for the two homes 
of the Americo-Luxemburger. 

John Ludwig of Winona, Minn., occupied 
a platform seat during the program and 
after numerous demands for a speech re- 
sponded with a short address in which he 
urged his countrymen to remain in close 
friendship and to work for their mutual 
good, ever mindful of their patriotic duty, 

A one-act play entitled “De Scholtschein“ 
was rendered by the following: Mrs. J. P. 
Knoff, Joffer Nannie.Maas, Fred Diesch- 
bourg, and J. P. Knoff. A tableau represent- 
ing Columbia holding a shield as a protec- 
tion for twelve maidens, dressed to sym- 
bolize the twelve cantons of the Luxemburg, 
was presented as the finale of the program.

Legislators Are in Danger from a Sec- 
ond Source of Inquiry. 

Peoria, III., Oct. 6.—[Special.}—The grand 
jury will meet tomorrow, and it is expected 
to be the most important session in recent 
years.

MASSIVE FOLDING BED HOLDS TWO 
WOMEN IN A TIGHT CLASP. 


One Lies at the German Hospital, Par- 
alyzed for Life, the Other Taken in 
Charge by Her Husband—The Acci- 
dent Occurs in an Ontario Street 
Flat — Mystery in the Case Man 
Named Goodnow Supposed to Have 
Drowned Himself. 

No record can be found in the books of the 
East Chicago Avenue Station of a mysteri- 
ous affair which occurred the morning of 
Sept. 10 at No. 203 Ontario street, in which 
two women were injured by a folding bed 
accident. One of them, Mrs. Irene Morri- 
son, née Irene Williams, aged 18, lies at the 
German Hospital with a broken back and 
paralyzed from her shoulders down. The 
unfortunate girl is slowly dying. The other, 
Mrs. George Meech, wife of the leading mar. 
of “The Tornado” company, was crushed 
across the abdomen and received severe in- 
ternal injuries. Mrs. Meech was taken in 
charge by her husband, while Mrs. Morrison 
was removed to the German Hospital in the 
East Chicago ambulance. 

About 8 o’clock on the morning of Sept. 
10, the residents in the neighborhood of No. 
263 Ontario street were aroused by the 
shrieks of two wemen. A man’s face ap- 
peared at the window, and an arm beckoned 
excitedly for help. Several men rushed up 
the siairs and were admitted into the flat, 
where they beheld a frightful spectacle. A 
massive oak folding bed had fallen, inclos- 
ing the two women. The bed had not folded 
upon its victims, but the ponderous back 
had been pushed over upon them. Mrs. 
Meech’s limbs protruded, the sides of the bed 
crushing her cruelly. The groans of Mrs. 
Morrison, now becoming smothered, were 
heard within. A half dozen men made her- 
culean efforts to rescue the women, but an 
iron attachment* had been broken, and it 
was a half hour before they could be gotten 
out. Both the women were in an uncon- 
scious condition, When the bed was finally 
opened Mrs, Morrison was found bent double, 
her chin crushed against her knees. Her 
spine had been snapped like a pipe stem. 

The man who had called for help gave his 
name as Morrison, and said Mrs. Morrison 
was his wife. In explaining the accident he 
Suid Mrs. Meech and Mrs. Morrison had 
Leen friends in Buffalo, where he had re- 
cently married his wife. Mrs. Meech had 
been invited to the house, and staying all 
night he had taken another room. ö 

In the morning he had stepped into the 
room to ask for a letter. His wife, who was 
sitting up, had told him that it was under 
the bed. In attempting to move it the back 
tell, crushing the women. 

The affair began to develop some more 
peculiar features when Mrs. Morrison Was 
reinoved to the hospital, There she gave 
her namé as Miss Irene Williams, and Mor- 
rison, who accompanied her, said his name 
was John Arnold. Mrs. Williams, mother of 
the girl, living at Black Rock, or North 
suffalo,. was telegraphed for and arrived in 
Chicago several weeks ago accompanied 
; by her son, Cortez D. Williams, who is chief 
engineer of a large smelting plant in Buffa- 
lo. Mrs. Williams has since been at the 
hospital waiting upon her daughter with un- 
tring devotion. Mrs. Williams is still ig- 
norant of the exact details of the accident. 
She is also in the dark as to her daughter's 
supposed marriage. Arnold, alias Morri- 
son, has repeatedly introduced the girl as 
his wife on the North Side. 

When asked at the hospital last night if 
her daughter was married, Mrs. Williams 
replied: 

No, of course not. Irene isa single girl.“ 

Do you knew a man named Arnold?“ 

O. yes, he comes here every day. Rvery- 
body ought to know Arnold in Chicago. He 


— a prominent man. He seems to be so 
nice.“ 4 

“Who is paying the expense at the hos- 
pital?” 


“My two sons, and it is a terrible drain 
upon them. Arnold does not pay acent. He 
seems to be greatly attached to Irene. She 
came to Chicago to visit friends. I am cer- 
tain she was never married in Buffalo.“ 

Dr. H. J. Haiselden, resident surgeon at 
the hospital, said: 

“The case of Miss Williams is one of the 
most pathetic ever brought to this hospital. 
Her case is also a remarkable one from a 
medical standpoint. Her spine is fractured 
at about the seventh cervical and she has 
absolutely no sensation from her neck down. 
In nine cases out of ten death would have 
ensued in a few hours. Miss Williams’ case 
is regarded with great interest by the hos- 
rital and a close record is being kept of it. 

The case is a peculiarly sad one from the 
fact that Miss Wiliams is an unusually 
bright and beautiful girl. She will never be 
well again. She talks freely and is hopeful 
or life. I know nothing about her private 
affairs, but understood she was single.’’ 

Mrs. Williams, or Mrs. Morrison, talks 
continually to friends who call on her that 
she expects to accompany the alleged Ar- 
nold to California in two weeks. Arnold 
insists outside the hospital that the girl is 
his wife and that all he longs to dois to keep 
her the rest of her life, even if she is in a 
crippled condition. He does not seem to 
be anxious to tell the truth to the unfortu- 
nate girl’s mother nor does he pay any of 
the heavy expenses 
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DISGRACED, HE ENDS HIS OWN LIFE. 


Man Named Goodnow Supposed to Be 
in the Lake. 

T. E. Goodnow, a victim of the morphine 
habit, is supposed to have committed sui- 
cide by jumping off the north pier into Lake 
Michigan. The belief is that Goodnow 
took his own life because he could no longer 
endure the disgrace brought upon himself 
by his indulgence in the use of the drug. 

At 5:30 o’clock yesterday morning Police- 
man Hammond of the Larrabee Street Sta- 
tion found upon the north“ pier a cane, a 
fedora hat, and two letters. The cane was of 
the ordinary blackthorn variety with a 
crook for a handle. The hat was brown 
in color and beneath the sweat band were 
several cards advertising cheap lodging- 
houses. One of the letters was addressed 
Hon. Luther Laflin Mills, City,“ and the

THEIR BOAT CaPSiZES WILE FISHING. 


Cause of the Drowning of Luther L. 
Hiatt and William Grote. 

S. Greenbaum of Chicago was at Powers’ 
Lake at the time Luther L. Hiatt and Will- 
iam Grote of Wheaton, III., were drowned 
Saturday. Mr. Greenbaum said yesterday 
that the men were not over 100 yards from 
the shore, when the striking of an un- 
usually large fish caused them both to jump 
to one side of the boat, which capsized. 

“One of these men,” said Mr. Greenbaum, 
“which it was impossible to tell, tried hard 
to save the other, but both were drowned. 
When the body of Mr. Grote was recovered 
the right hand still grasped the fishpole.”’

THE CHEEKY CHICAGO DEMOCRATS. 

The Cook County Democrats who met 
Saturday to nominate some Drainage 
Trustees and Judges felt called on to say— 

We congratulate the country at large upon the 
restoration of prosperity brought about by the 
wise, firm, and conservative course of the Demo- 
cratic national administration. 

It was not necessary for the convention 
to say anything concerning the restoration 
of prosperity. That has nothing to do with 
the selection of Drainage Trustees. But if 
the platform-makers felt it incumbent on 
them to say something on, the subject of 
the condition of the country they might as 
well have told the whole truth. 

Democratic tinkering with the tariff and 
Democratic advocacy of the free coinage of 
silver, which would have caused a slump to 
a 50-cent money basis, caused the two pan- 
ics of 1893904 by destroying confidence 
among business-men. Those two panics 
have cost the country one or two thousand 
willions of dollars, taken partially from the 
wages of labor—the wages of those work- 
ingmen whose rotes the Democratic party 
got by promises that it was going to do great 
things for them. They would have suffered 
even more than they did if a few sagacious 
Democratic Senators had not codperated- 
with the Republicans in toning down the 
Wilson tariff bill and making it so much less 
free trade than the President wanted it to 
be that he was tempted to veto it. 

Last fall's awful crushing defeat of the 
blundering, mischief-making, incompetent 
Democracy restored confidence to business- 
men, for it made them believe that the free 
trade snake was scotched and could inject 
no more of its poison into the veins of the 
body politic. The business-men felt that the 
extent of Democratic mischief-making with 
the currency and the tariff was reached and 
that the wiser statesmen of the Republican 


party would come into power in 1807 and 


take the place of the destructive Southern 
Democrats. 

As the temporary departure of prosperity 
was due toa Democratic victory in 1802 and 
as the partial return of prosperity is due to 
a Republican victory in 1804, it is superla- 
tive audacity for these Cook County Dem- 
ocrats to claim that the restoration of pros- 
perity is due to a Democratic administra- 
tion.

In the case of argon, 
helium, and mercury vapor the energy ab- 
sorbed by the atomic motions is so very 
small that it has been concluded the atom 
and the molecule are synonymous for these 
gases, or that they are monatomie.“ But 
when their spectra come to be examined 
the theory is found wanting, and the most 
feasible view seems to be that “the spec- 
trum of the gas is due to vibrations of the 
hypothetical ether surrounding the mole- 
cules, and not to the vibrations of the mole- 
cules themselves.“ How different gaseous 
molecules can cause the ether to vibrate 
differently is a question yet to be answered, 
if at all. 

Another interesting fact is that two of the 
lines in the spectrum of argon appear to be 
exactly coincident with two in the spectrum 
of helium. This and some other considera- 
tions are accepted as indicating it to be 
probable that the two contain a common 
constituent gas which has not yet been iso- 
lated. Prof. Ramsay thinks the existence 
of a third new gas is almost a certainty, 
and Lockyer has hinted at the probable ex- 
istence of several others. These are state- 
ments so startling as to justify the claim by 
Mr. Gregory that “since spectrum analysis 
became an accomplished fact no new ele- 
ments have held out greater promise of as- 
sistance in unraveling mysteries of celes- 
tial constituents than argon and helium, 
and the gases which are associated with 
them.“ 
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CONNECTING LAKES AND OCEAN, 

Tue Trisune of last Monday mentioned 
the fact that modern engineering science of- 
fers a vast improvement upon the present 
method of transporting vessels between 
Lakes Erie and Ontario. The difference 
of levels is about 320 feet, the change from 
one to the other, by means of the Welland 
Canal, being accomplished by passage 
through twenty-five locks. That canal isa 
magnificent engineering feat, but it is en- 
pable of passing only barges, and to enlarge 
it with all those locks to a capacity great 
enough to carry the big steamers that now 
ply on the lakes would cost more than the 
commerce could pay for. To extend the 
same plan of lockage from Lake Ontario to 
the ocean would cost vastly more. It is 
stated that there never yet has been a plan 
suggested that has not contemplated at 
least thirty-five locks, and some have re- 
quired fifty-five. To admit the passage of 
such vessels as daily pass through the “Soo” 
Canal these locks would have to be 800 feet 
long, 100 feet wide, and 21% feet deep, each 
costing five million dollars. It is estimated 
that by the St. Lawrence route these locks 
would cost 175 millions, and on the Oswego 
route by way of the Hudson River 250 
millions, 

An article in Harper’s Weekly states the 
principal feature of an invention by Chaun- 
cey M. Dutton, a young engineer of Pitts- 
burg, for meeting this difficulty. He pro- 
poses to make aero dynamies take the place 
of the old system of hydraulics, the vessels 
to be lifted (and lowered) by the rapid shift- 
ing of a body of confined air. He proposes 
to build his locks in pairs, each being divid- 
ed into three sections. These sections are 
a great tank in which the vessel is floated, 
an air chamber built like a huge gasometer, 
and a water pit that acts as a seal to keep 
the air from escaping and into which the 
walls of the air chamber may sink as the air 
is drawn off by a pipe into the air chamber 
of its fellow. The tank containing the ship 
is transferred bodily from one level to the 
other, and the advantage in point of speed 
alone may be understood to be a vast one 
by all who know that the mobility of aif is 
twenty-eight times greater than that of 
water. The pneumatic locks would pass a 
ship from Ontario to Erie in a single hour 
where it now requires a day to make the

the world’s record previously held by the 


British for locomotive speed, and American 
commercial and war vessels have set the 
standard of speed for British vessels to 
reach.

Is British engineering skill on the decline? 
And is this to be followed by the intellectual 
supremacy of the Americans also? In a 
recent article in the London Queen Walter 
Besant, no mean judge of literary events, 
acknowledged not only that the American 
editors were making better magazines than 
the English but that the American maga- 
zines were displacing the English in their 
own home market. Will the American book 
be the next victor? That old insulting ques- 
tion, Who reads an American book?’ 
may yet be satisfactorily answered in En- 
gland itself.

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| RICHMOND WILL WELCOME THE G. A. . 


Latch string Hangs Out at the Acropolis of 
the Confederacy. 
Richmond, Va., Sept. 20.—{Special Corre- 
spondence. Richmond will welcome the 
Grand Army of the Republic encampment 
whenever it shall be held here. The agita- 
tion of the matter of having the Federal vet- 
erans meet in this city has developed the 
fact they would be as cordially received as 
they were*in Louisville, 
it is true that a few of the ex-Confeder- 
ates think it would be unwise for the en- 
cempment to be held in Richmond, for the 
reason that something might be said or 
done that would offend Southern veterans 
aud reopen old wounds, These people frank- 
ly tell you that if the Northern veterans 
will come with an earnest purpose to bring 
the sections of both sides ‘closer together 
they want them here, but they wish them 
to stay away if there is to be any denuncia- 
tion of Confederate flags or Confederate 
monuments, which are so numerous here. 


that there will be no unpleasantness in the 
meeting of the Northern soldiers in the for- 
mer capital of the Confederacy. There have 
been on many occasions great numbers of 
Grand Army men in Richmond and they 
have held love feasts with their old enemies. 
When the encampment was held in Wash- 
ington a few years ago Lee Camp, Confed- 
erate veterans sent a committee to Wash- 
ington to urge their old enemies to visit 
this city. They came to the number of about 
20,000, For a week the camp kept open 
house. There was not an unpleasant inci- 
dent, but, on the contrary, all the ties that 
bind the two sections together were made 
much stronger. 

Richmond is going to ask the encampment 
to meet here in 1897. In a very short time 
Lee Camp will take hold of the subject. It 
is proposed to have the Confederate Camps, 
Phil Kearney Post, G. A. R., the City Coun- 
cil, and Chamber of Commerce appoint +. 
joint committee to lay the claims of Rich- 
mond before the encampment next year. 

Perhaps the best qualified man to speak for 
the Confederate veterans is Col. John Mur- 
phy, one of the early commanders of Lee 
Camp. 
him greater pleasure than to see the encamp- 
ment meet here. “I know I speak the senti- 
ment of my old comrades when I say we will 
give the visitors as cordial a reception as 
they have received in any eity.“ said he. 
This is the very place for them to hold one 
of their encampments. Yes, I say, let them 
come and we Southerners will make them 
glad that they did come.“ 

Ex-Postmaster Otis H. Russell, Phil 
Kearney Post, said: “What do I think of 
the G. A. R. encampment being held in this 
city in 1897? Well, I am very emphatic in 
my approval of a move that will accomplish 
this result, for there is every reason in favor 
and none against holding this grand reunion 
of old soldiers on Virginia soil. 

To the true American, and loyal citizen 
everywhere, these reunions of the soldiers 
who fought on either side are looked upon 
with favor and pleasure as representing a 
reunited country. The glory and peace of 
the whole land are in the keeping of all alike. 
Our citizens will throw open the gates of our 
city and give a most hearty welcome to the 
G. A. R. if they select Richmond as the place 
to hold their encampment in 1897. 

“Richmond does not intend to be behind 
Louisville in-gallantry, for she possesses 
much wealth, brave men, and beautiful 
women and in the interest of a common 
country disinterested patriotism, a broad 
and liberal view of all things national will 
not be distanced by any city.’’ 

The State (newspaper) prints the following 
editorial on the sbject in hand: 

The meeting of the Grand Army of the Republic 
at Louisville, the dedication of the Chickamauga 
Park, and the Atlanta exposition form a group of 
interesting occasions that are .without precedent, 
and the good that they have accomplished in fra- 
ternizing the sections cannot be measured. 

In Louisville the veterans of both sides fell into 
one another's arms and mingled their tears in 
brotherly love and sympathy: at Chickamauga the 
same scenes were repeated, and Gordon and Palm- 
er and McKinley vied with each other in their ex- 
pressions of good will and in their tributes to the 
heroes. of both sides; at Atlanta the people of all 
sections will come together in social and business 
relations, and it does seem indeed that the last 
8 of sectional lines are rapidly being obliter- 
ated. 

We have been deeply touched by the many ex- 
pressions of kind feelings towards the South from 
papers of the North and West in connection with 
the late Grand Army meeting at Louisville, and 
they have a local significance which will interest 
the people of Richmond. 

Joseph Bryan, one of Mosby’s men, and 
row owner and editor of the Richmond 
Times, said: 

“It is the most natural thing in the world 
the G. A. R. should wish to meet in Rich- 
mond. More than any other place Richmond 
stands as the object of special interest of all 
the old soldiers of both sides. It was the 
Acropolis of the Confederacy, and was at 
once about the first and the last object of 
assault of the Union armies. 

More Union soldiers had their hearts set 
on getting to Richmond than to any other 
dozen places south of the Potomac. To 
come here now in peace and review with 
their comrades the scenes of their desperate 
struggles over thirty yéars ago would be to 
the survivors an unspeakable pleasure. They 
have an interest in the battle-flelds around 
Richmond purchased with toil and blood. 

The old Confederate soldiers will welcome 
the G. A. R. in a body, as visiting detachments 
of Unton soldiers have often heretofore been 
welcomed by them. A cordial reception, 
hewever, of the Union soldiers should not be 
mistaken for an abatement by our people of 
their love for the heroes of the Lost Cause, 
or a change of their conviction that that 
cause was just. There is no such change, 
and so far as I can judge there never will be. 
The word rebel“ will never to the remotest 
generation be accepted as applicable to 
Davis and Stephens, to Lee and Jackson, or 
to any other Southern man who stood by his 
State. 

The G. A. R. should come to Richmond by 
all means, and, while we may not equal 
Louisville in the barbecue business, we can 
show what Louisville cannot, places that 
were so hot in 1862 and 1864 that they have 
hardly cooled off yet, and the men who visit 
these places will prefer the sight of them 
even to the smell of roast pig and of a bar- 
becued ox, but we will have both.“ 


SMOKELESS FURNACES FOR WARSHIPS. 


Experiments to Be Made to Consume 
the Particles Which Make Smoke. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 2.—If the efforts of 

the Bureau of Steam Engineering of the 

Navy Department are successful smoke 

will no more be seen issuing from the smoke- 

stacks of United States men-of-war. This 
result, it is expected, will be accomplishe 
by means of down-draft furnaces, experi- 
rents with which are shortly to be made, 

Arrangements are being perfected for the 

test of the Hawley type of these furnaces, 

The trial will take place either at the New 

York or the Washington Navy Yard—prob- 

ably the former. 

The value of smoke abatement is thorough- 
ly appreciated by sailors. It is well known 
that the smoke from a vessel can be seen 
long before the vessel itself comes into view. 

In time of war the movements of an enemy 

could easily be discerned by means of smoke 

coming from its furnaces hours before it 
was visible, and this knowledge could be 
utilized to great advantage hy its antagonist. 

In the down-draft furnace every little alg 
is admitted below the grates, the entire sup- 
ply of coal and practically all the air enter- 
ing above. Instead of burning upward the 
ire burns downward, there being ‘‘no thor- 
oughfare,“ except through the grates. The 
gaseous products of combustion, together 
with the finely divided carbon particles, 
which form the visible smoke, are forced 
through the mass of coal and are highly 
heated, after which they meet the hot flames 
from the lower grates. The water and the 
volatile matter in the coal are decomposed 
into two gases—hydrogen and carbonic ox- 
ide, The hydrogen burns with intense heat. 

The carbonic oxide gas is invisible and the 

result is almost smokeless combustion, it is 

said, in. the Hawley type of furnace, with 
which experiments are first to be con- 
ducted,

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BARBERS’ ASSOCIATION ADMITS IT ! 


CAN DO NOTHING MORE. 


Shops in the Great Northern and Tre- 
mont Hotels and in Various Other 
Localities Do a Rushing Business 
Sunday—Pending a Decision in the 
Sachs Case an Effort Will Be Made 
to Have All Shops Close at 1 0’Clock 


on the Sabbath. 

William 8. Eden of the Great Northern 
Hotel yesterday threw his two shops wide 
open, and while they were running full blast 
the Executive committee of the Barbers’ 
Association met at No. 6 Clark street and 
threw up the sponge. To be sure this com- 
mittee will cali on Mr. Eden today and try 
the effects of moral suasion, but that is as 
far as its future endeavors to enforce the 
law will go. The law itself was fairly well 
observed in Chicago yesterday. There was 
a shop open in Forty-third street, one in Wa- 
bash avenue, one in Chicago avenue, one in 
North Clark street, a couple on the West 


| Side, and half a dozen in Lake View and 


the southern end of Hyde Park. But the 
Palmer, Auditorium, Sherman House, 
Grand Pacific, and other big down-town 
hotels were closed, those in the Great 
Northern and. Tremont being the only ones 
open. These belong to Mr. Eden, and, as he 
had announced in THE TRIBUNE, were open 
and shaved all comers. It was this action 
of org Eden that brought matters to a 
crisis. 


Only One Thing They Can Do. 


Speaking of the action of the meeting at 
No. 6 Clark street R. C. Hoy, President of 
the association and head and front of the 
Sunday-closing movement, said last evening 
to a reporter for THe TRIBUNE: 

The meeting was a joint one, represent- 
ing the barbers in favor of enforcing the 
law and those opposed to doing so. We de- 
bated the position of Mr. Eden for a long 
time and finally decided the only thing we 
could do was to appoint a committee to 
call on him and ask him to close.“ 

“Suppose he refuses? 

“Then we will suggest that, pending a de- 
cision by the Supreme Court in the Sachs 
case, which has been appealed from the 
justice court, barber shops be allowed to 
keep open half a day on Sunday, providing 
they will all agree to close at 1 o’clock. 
This, we think, Mr. Eden will agree to, and 
this is about all we can do under the circum- 
stances. 

The fact is,“ continued Mr. Hoy, “‘I find! 
am practically alone in this matter. All the 
barbers who started out so enthusiastically 
in favor of the law have deserted me, and 1 
I make a fight in the courts I must make it 
myself. Now, I have no money to do this, 
and that is all there is to it. Some money 
has been raised, but that I am keeping to 
fight the Sachs case with and cannot touch 
for any other purpose. If I had $1,000 I 
could keep the barber shops of Chicago 
closed Sunday, but I have not gotit. A lot 
of good Christian people patted me on the 
back at the beginning and told me I was 
doing a noble work, but not one of them has 
said: ‘Here is some money; keep those 
shops closed.’ The barbers themselves are 
beginning to complain they are losing money 
and old customers, and all I see to be done is 
to test the constitutionality of the law 
through an appeal in the Sachs case.“ 


Mr. Eden Explains His Position. 


Mr. Eden was equally frank in explaining 
his position in the matter. “I was called 
on last week, he said, by a committee of 
the barbers in favor of keeping open Sunday 
and asked to take the lead in fighting the 
law. This I .refused to do, but I told the 


. committee I had already determined to open 


my shop today whether any others opened 
or not. 

“The fact of the matter is,“ continued Mr. 
Eden, there has not been a Sunday since 
the law went into operation that you or any 
one else could not get shaved at the Great 
Northern Hotel. Our barbers shaved our 
guests in their rooms, and we sent city cus- 
tomers to unoccupied rooms and they were 
shaved there. Why, I have had members of 
the last Legislature who voted for this very 
law come here Sunday to get shaved. But 
I got tired of doing that sort of thing and de- 
termined to be open and above board about 
the matter, and so today the shops here and 
at the Tremont House are open. Whether 
any others open or not I do not care. I 
am certain the law is. unconstitutional, 
and if the barbers’ association cares to prose- 
cute me we will test the law. As a matter 
of fact, we made more money last Sunday 
than we will this, although the shop has 
been full all day, because for shaving cus- 
tomers in their rooms we charged 25 cents, 
while today in the shop we are only charg- 
ing 15 cents, and we could take care of 
about as many people in the rooms as in the 
shop.“ 

Next Sunday every man will be able to go 
back to his own barber, providing he gets 
to him before 1 o’clock, and almost every 
shop in Chicago was accustomed to close at 
that hour Sunday before the law was passed. 
As Mr. Hoy and his friends are willing to let 
the matter rest at that until the Sachs case 
is decided, the chances are another Legis- 
lature will have an opportunity to repeal 
the law before that case ever gets to the 
Supreme Court. Being an appeal from a 
justice court, it will have to go through the 
Criminal and Appellate courts first, and 
that is a slow process at the best.

The line of march was up Lroad 
street to the Lee monument. When the pro- 
cession reached there it was raining too hard 
for outdoor orations, and it marched back 
down-town and halted in front of one of the 
vid-time residences with flowing verandas 
and the like. 

The speakers ascended to the second story 
of the building. From the great veranda 
the speakers looked down upon a sea of 
black faces, every one of which appeared to 
be weeping silent tears as a result of the 
slow dripping rain. The Grand Marshal of 
the day looked out upon the sea of weeping 
faces and said: “Ladies and Gemmen: On 
‘count of de clemency of de wedder all de 
speakers gwine ter cut dey remarks short. 
The Sun reporter took the Grand Marshal at 
his word and instead of delivering his care- 
fully prepared address made a fifteen min- 
utes’ extemporaneous talk. At the end of t 
the Grand Marshal introduced “Prof. Will- 
jams, a home boy we all loves, who gwine to 
wake up de echoes.” 

He did. He spoke one hour and a half to 
the sea of upturned faces, down which the 
pearl drops of rain trickled, giving them ail 
the appearance of weeping. When the 
agony was over the Sun reporter rushed out 
in the street, but the crowd was so great 
that he could make but little headway. 
Right in front of him were two aged people 
talking about the speaking. One of them 
said: Doan tell me bout dese Norden peo- 
ple; dey’s no good. Dat New York man git 
up ere and speak on’y fifteen minute, an’ 
nobody hear im. Now, dere’s Brudder 
Williams; he’s home talent. We knows ‘im. 
He git up an’ he speak a whole hour. Gim- 
me de home talent all de time.“

Novitiates Put Through a Lively Cer- 
emony at Boston University. 

Boston, Oct. 4.—Girls of the freshman 
class of Boston University rode the Gamma 
Delta goat today. The initiation ceremony 
took place in Jacob Sleeper Hall.
